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Happy  Leap  Year! 
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Jury  Finds  Hacker  Guilty

It  took  the  jury  less  than  2  hours  last  week  to  return  a  guilty  verdict 
in  the  murder  trial  of  Ray  Hacker,  Jr.  Hacker  was  initially  arrested  on 
Sunday,  June  13th,  2010  after  law  enforcement  officials  responded  to 
a  home  on  Hwy  2003  to  what  was  originally  called  in  as  a  lady  being 
shot  by  a  BB  gun.  Upon  arrival  the  law  enforcement  agents  discovered 
Gerilyn  Walerski,  52  of  McKee  lying  dead  in  the  bathroom  with  a  single 
gunshot  wound  to  the  head.  A  22  rifle  was  found  lying  close  by.  Hacker 
was  discovered  prior  to  entering  the  home  lying  face  down  on  a  porch. 
Witnesses  at  the  scene  reported  that  the  two  were  engaged  in  a  heated  ar¬ 
gument  prior  to  the  shooting.  Hacker  and  Walerski  were  living  together. 

After  approximately  30  minutes  of  deliberating  during  a  penalty 
phase,  the  jury  recommended  a  sentence  of  30  years  for  the  crime.  Sen- 
Victim  -  Gerilyn  Walerski  tencing  has  been  scheduled  to  occur  on  April  3rd,  2012. 


Non-injury  accident  leads  to  arrests 


On  Wednesday,  February  15th  Sgt.  Starlin  Hacker  responded  to  an  auto 
accident  south  of  McKee  on  Highway  421.  EMS  was  on  the  scene  and 
did  not  transport.  However,  Sgt.  Hacker  arrested  the  driver  Elaine  Hen¬ 
son,  age  40  of  Manchester,  for  driving  under  the  influence  and  possession 
of  controlled  substance  3rd  deg.  Also  arrested  was  Justin  Henson,  age 
22,  of  Manchester  for  public  intoxication  controlled  substance  (excludes 
alcohol).  Elaine  Henson  was  released  on  February  16th  under  a  surety  of 
$10,000.00  and  Justin  Henson  was  also  released  on  February  16th  with  a 
surety  of  $500.  Both  are  scheduled  for  arraignment  on  March  12,  2012.

On  Monday,  February  20th, 
2012  at  approximately  3:40  pm 
a  male  walked  into  the  Sheriff’s 
Office  with  what  he  believed  to 
be  a  meth  lab.  Upon  further  in¬ 
vestigation  it  was  determined  by 
Deputy  Sizemore  and  Deputy  Go¬ 
forth  that  the  contents  of  the  bag 
was  in  fact  an  active  one- step  lab. 
The  lab  had  been  discovered  by 
the  individual  near  Weaver  Road 
along  Hwy  290  near  Laurel  Fork. 
Drug  Enforcement  Special  Inves¬ 
tigations  (D.E.S.I.)  was  contacted 
to  dismantle  and  to  neutralize  the 
active  ingredients. 

Sheriff  Peyman  wants  to  warn 
the  citizens  of  Jackson  County  of 
the  danger  of  handling  or  trans¬ 
porting  an  active  meth  lab.  The 
active  ingredients  in  a  one  step  lab 
are  very  unstable  and  highly  com¬ 


bustible.  Sheriff  Peyman  further 
warns  that  even  if  a  citizen  is  trying 
to  do  the  right  thing  (as  in  the  case 
on  Monday)  there  is  an  inherent 
risk.  If  that  person  had  been  pulled 
over  by  an  Officer  they  could  have 
been  charged  with  manufacturing 
meth.  It  is  the  advise  of  Sheriff  Pey¬ 
man  that  if  any  citizen  should  lo¬ 
cate  what  they  believe  to  be  a  meth 
lab  to  contact  the  Sheriff’s  Depart¬ 
ment  and  let  the  authorities  handle 
the  matter.

From  small  towns  in  the  South  to  remote  areas  of  the  Pacific 
Northwest  and  Alaska,  the  show  called  “Finding  Bigfoot” 
follow  four  eccentric  but  passionate  Bigfoot  enthusiasts  as 
they  embark  on  one  single-minded  mission:  to  find  the  elu¬ 
sive  "creature"  known  as  Bigfoot.

Minority  Farm  Register  to  receive  information  and  opportuni¬ 
ties  from  USDA  agencies. 

“The  new  Minority  Farm  Register  is  an  outreach  tool  to 
reach  underserved  farmers  and  ranchers  who  are  not  currently 
enrolled  in  USDA  loan,  farm  or  conservation  programs,”  said 
Gregory  W.  Kerr,  Ellis  County  FS  A  county  executive  director. 
“The  Register  is  a  shared  outreach  list  that  will  help  USDA, 
community-based  organizations  and  minority- serving  educa¬ 
tional  institutions  to  communicate  with  minority  farmers  and 
ranchers.” 

By  joining  the  Register,  minority  producers  will  receive 
outreach  materials,  newsletters  and  program  announcements 
from  USDA  agencies.  They  also  can  receive  information  and 
assistance  from  other  U SDA-approved  outreach  partners,  such 
as  community-based  organizations,  faith-based  organizations 
and  minority- serving  educational  institutions.  USDA  will 
control  access  to  and  use  of  the  Register. 

Individuals  wishing  to  join  the  Register  must  sign  and  date 
a  form  that  provides  their  name  and  address.  Providing  phone 
numbers,  e-mail  address,  race,  ethnicity,  gender  and  farm  or 
ranch  location  will  be  voluntary,  although  the  additional  in¬ 
formation  increases  the  producer’s  opportunities  for  receiving 
timely  assistance. 

The  Register  pamphlet  wit  the  registration  form  is  available 
at  the  Jackson  County  USDA  Service  Center  or  from  approved 
USDA  outreach  partners.  Completed  forms  may  be  mailed 
to:  USDA  Minority  Farm  Register,  USDA  Stop  Code  0503, 
1400  Independence  Avenue,  SW,  Washington,  DC  20250.

Universal  Service  Fund  Update  from  PRTC 

The  “Universal  Service  Fund”  -  a  program  overseen  by  theFederal  Communications 
Commission  (FCC)  and  funded  through  contributions  paid  by  telecom  providers  across  the 
country  -  has  been  essential  in  making  sure  rural  consumers  like  you  have  access  to  high- 
quality  networks  and  affordable  telecom  services.  But  rule  changes  just  made  by  the  FCC 
and  others  still  being  considered  put  rural  networks  and  services  at  risk. 

The  FCC’s  stated  goal  in  making  these  rule  changes  -  to  ensure  that  all  of  America  has 
comparable  access  to  the  Internet  -  is  admirable.  Reliable,  high-speed  broadband  has  be¬ 
come  the  essential  service  of  today,  like  electricity  and  telephone  service  were  decades  ago. 
Broadband  can  improve  the  lives  of  all  consumers,  but  access  is  especially  important  for  those 
of  us  living  in  rural  America.  The  Internet  enables  farmers  to  monitor  weather  patterns  and 
ranchers  to  buy  and  sell  livestock  in  markets  far  from  home.  It  also  gives  small  businesses 
the  opportunity  to  reach  customers  nationwide,  offers  local  students  the  chance  to  take  classes 
online,  and  allows  doctors  to  remotely  diagnose  patients  and  even  offer  remote  emergency  care. 

But  the  new  rules  don’t  promote  these  objectives.  Instead,  they  cut  support  revenues  from 
theUniversal  Service  Fund  for  many  smaller,  locally-based  cooperatives  and  commercial 
telecom  providers  such  as  ours.  And  the  rules  still  being  considered  by  the  FCC  threaten  to  cut 
even  more  support  for  many  more  small  telcos.  It’s  hard  to  reconcile  the  commentary  about 
connecting  all  of  America  with  the  actual  impact  of  the  new  rules  and  the  threatened  impacts 
of  the  rules  still  being  considered.  The  UniversalService  Fund  cuts  arising  out  of  the  new 
rules  will  put  existing  investment  in  rural  broadband  at  risk,  and  they  will  chill  investment  in 
new  broadband-capable  networks  by  small  companies  going  forward.  The  FCC’s  cuts  could 
also  lead  to  increased  rates  for  many  customers  for  telephone,  broadband  and  other  services. 

Years  ago.  Congress  established  a  universal  service  policy  for  telephone  service.  It  required 
that  those  living  in  rural  areas  have  access  to  communications  services  at  prices  that  are  af¬ 
fordable  and  reasonably  comparable  to  those  available  in  urban  areas.  The  Universal  Service 
Fund  is  essential  to  carrying  out  this  policy.  But  rather  than  supporting  true  universal  service, 
the  FCC’s  new  rules  promise  faster,better  service  to  some  Americans  while  guaranteeing 
lesser  service  at  higher  cost  for  others. 

Don’t  let  the  FCC  keep  our  rural  community  on  the  slow  side  of  a  broadband  digital  divide. 
Don’t  let  the  FCC  adopt  policies  that  will  require  rural  consumers  to  pay  higher  rates  for 
telephone  service  and  slower  broadband.  Contact  your  congressional  representatives  and  urge 
them  to  support  regulatory  action  that  ensures  equal  and  affordable  access  to  broadband  for  all 
Americans.  Ask  your  representatives  to  help  make  sure  that  the  new  rules  are  implemented 
in  a  manner  that  is  fair  for  all  rural  consumers  and  consistent  with  true  universal  service. 
Ask  your  representatives  to  tell  the  FCC  to  stop  pressing  for  new  rules  that  will  only  make 
matters  worse.

It  is  a  bittersweet  story.  The  JCHS  Generals  and  Lady 
Generals  ended  their  regular  basketball  seasons  last  week 
and  also  closed  a  chapter  in  Jackson  County  history.  The  two 
teams  played  host  for  the  last  time  to  games  in  the  old  JCHS 
gymnasium.  The  Generals  ended  their  season  on  Thursday, 
February  16th,  2012  when  they  hosted  Bell  County.  The 
Lady  Generals  ended  their  season  the  following  night  (Fri¬ 
day,  February  17th,  2012)  when  they  hosted  Pineville. 

The  Generals  began  the  odyssey  when  the  team  moved 
into  the  building  halfway  through  the  1966-1967  school 
year.  The  head  coach  was  Mr.  Bruce  Morris  with  Mr.  Rex 
Combs  assisting  him.  Seniors  Doyle  Williams,  Jerry  Lun¬ 
sford,  Danny  Cook,  Larry  Lunsford  and  Jimmy  Martin  pro¬ 
vided  leadership  on  the  court.  The  pendulum  made  a  full 
swing  when  Head  Coach  Greg  Parrett  embraced  his  three 
seniors  (Justin  Fox,  Adam  Duncan  and  Josh  Horn)  as  they 
left  the  home  court  for  last  time  Thursday  night. 

The  Lady  Generals  program  didn’t  realize  itself  until  the 
fall  of  1974  when  the  school  came  into  compliance  with  the 
requirements  of  Title  IX  and  established  equal  opportunity 
for  the  girls  to  participate  in  the  basketball  program.

Led  by  the  outstanding  play  of  Pam 
Hignite  and  Lisa  Hays  the  team  ended  the  first  season  with  a 
record  of  7-6.  The  co-captains  of  the  team  were  Benda  Wil¬ 
son  and  Vickie  Hensley. 

The  doors  to  the  old  JCHS  home  court  era  were  official¬ 
ly  closed  when  Senior  Laura  Bowman  and  Coach  Candice 
Gray  defeated  Pineville  in  overtime  on  Friday,  February 
17th,  2012.  It  was  like  the  old  gym  just  couldn’t  say  goodbye 
without  one  last  extra  overtime.

The  application  process  for 
2008  Farm  Bill  conservation 
programs  is  continuous,  but 
funding  selections  are  made 
at  specific  times  throughout 
the  year.  The  first  Kentucky 
NRCS  application  ranking 
cutoff  date  for  consideration 
for  2012  Environmental 
Quality  Incentives  Program 
(EQIP)  funding  was  No¬ 
vember  15,  2011.  A  sec¬ 
ond  sign  up  period  has  been 
announced  and  will  run 
through  February  29,  2012. 

Applications  for  the  fol¬ 
lowing  programs  will  be  ac¬ 
cepted  during  this  period: 

•  The  Environmental

(EQIP)  is  a  conservation 
program  that  provides  finan¬ 
cial  and  technical  assistance 
to  farmers  who  face  threats 
to  soil,  water,  air,  and  re¬ 
lated  natural  resources  on 
their  land.  Through  EQIP, 
NRCS  develops  contracts 
with  agricultural  producers 


to  voluntarily  implement 
conservation  practices.  Per¬ 
sons  engaged  in  livestock 
or  agricultural  production 
and  owners  of  non-indus¬ 
trial  private  forestland  are 
eligible  for  this  program. 
Eligible  land  includes  crop¬ 
land,  rangeland,  pasture- 
land,  private  non-industrial 
forestland,  and  other  farm  or 
ranch  lands. 

•  The  Mississippi 
River  Basin  Healthy  Wa¬ 
tersheds  Initiative  (MRBI) 
began  in  2009  with  a  goal 
of  reducing,  mitigating  and 
controlling  nutrient  levels 
in  surface  waters,  thus  im¬ 
proving  the  water  quality  in 
small  watersheds  within  the 
Mississippi  River  Basin.  In 
conjunction  with  multiple 
partners,  including  state 
agencies,  conservation  dis¬ 
tricts,  environmental  groups, 
and  farming  interests, 
NRCS  Kentucky  has  three 
MRBI  focus  watersheds 
with  boundaries  entirely  in 
Kentucky:  Licking  River, 
Lower  Green  River  and  the 
Bayou  de  Chien-May field 
Creek.  Eligible  land  with¬ 
in  specific  subwatersheds 
of  the  focus  areas  can  take 
advantage  of  focused  EQIP 
financial  and  technical  assis¬ 
tance  to  develop  contracts, 
which  address  resource  con¬ 


cerns  within  the  focus  areas. 
Please  contact  your  local 
field  office  to  determine  land 
eligibility. 

“We’re  urging  producers 
to  get  their  applications  in  as 
soon  as  possible  to  be  con¬ 
sidered  for  this  year’s  fund¬ 
ing,”  said  Karen  Woodrich, 
Kentucky  NRCS  State  Con¬ 
servationist. 

All  recipients  of  assistance 
are  required  to  develop  a 
conservation  plan  and  must 
have  a  state  Agricultural  Wa¬ 
ter  Quality  Authority  plan. 
Conservation  planning  is  an 
integral  part  of  the  conserva¬ 
tion  process.  Landowners 
should  work  with  a  conser¬ 
vation  planner  to  develop 
the  plan  based  on  the  land¬ 
owner’s  operational  goals 
to  improve  the  productivity, 
sustainability  and  profitabil¬ 
ity  of  their  operation.  The 
conservation  plan  will  serve 
as  a  roadmap  to  a  variety  of 
technical  assistance  and  fi¬ 
nancial  assistance  through 
EQIP,  as  well  as  other  op¬ 
tions  available  to  the  land- 
owner.  “We’re  getting  back 
to  our  agency’s  roots  with 
conservation  planning,” 
says  Woodrich.  “Conserva¬ 
tion  planning  is  the  vital  first 
step  in  understanding  natu¬ 
ral  resources  on  your  land, 
and  also  understanding  how 
technical  and  financial  con¬ 
servation  assistance  can  be 
incorporated  into  your  op¬ 
eration  to  help  you  help  the 
land.”

LETTER  TO  THE  EDITOR 


To  the  Editor, 

The  Health  and  Welfare  committee  of  the  Kentucky  House 
of  Representatives  unanimously  passed  HB  364  on  February 
16.  This  was  a  critical  vote  not  only  as  a  first  step  towards  a 
solution  to  our  broken  child  welfare  system;  it  was  a  com¬ 
mittee  of  legislators  doing  what  is  right  for  Kentucky’s  most 
innocent,  vulnerable,  and  overlooked  suffering  citizens.  State- 
agency-children,  those  in  the  temporary  or  permanent  custody 
of  the  Cabinet  for  Health  and  Family  Services,  are  the  ultimate 
responsibility  of  state  government.  I  applaud  Representative 
Yonts,  the  cosponsors  of  the  bill,  and  the  entire  committee  for 
hearing  and  acting  on  behalf  of  these  kids.  Now,  will  making 
the  needs  of  this  voiceless  population  remain  a  priority  as  HB 
364  goes  to  the  Appropriations  and  Revenue  Committee? 

Families,  not  government  should  raise  children.  However, 
when  families,  for  any  reason,  cannot  or  will  not  provide  safe 
places  to  live,  caring  oversight,  sufficient  food,  and  uncondi¬ 
tional  love  to  the  children,  someone  else  must. 

Every  day,  individuals,  families,  businesses,  and  govern¬ 
ments  have  to  make  tough  budget  decisions.  Wisdom  dictates 
that  we  make  decisions  carefully,  giving  full  consideration  of 
what  is  truly  important.  It  is  not  easy  or  comfortable,  but  when 
money  is  tight,  a  line  must  be  established  between  the  things 
that  are  essential  and  the  things  that  are  optional;  between  the 
many  issues  that  are  important  and  the  ones  that  are  a  must. 
Shouldn’t  the  neglected,  abused,  victimized  kids  of  Kentucky 
be  a  frontline  issue  at  the  top  of  the  priority  list  for  us? 

The  violence  and  damage  done  to  a  child  by  a  parent  or 
guardian  not  only  harms  that  child,  but  all  too  often,  that  cycle 
of  abuse  is  repeated  in  the  next  generation.  Recent  headlines 
across  Kentucky  have  made  it  quite  evident  that  child  abuse 
continues  to  plague  every  county  in  Kentucky.  Lawmakers  must 
work  to  make  sure  that  there  is  adequate  funding  to  prevent 
and  identify  abuse,  hold  those  accountable  who  have  abused, 
and  most  importantly,  help  those  children  who  have  suffered. 

New  or  renovated  sports  arenas,  park  projects,  community 
centers  and  other  revenue-demanding  initiatives  can  all  be 
beneficial  to  society,  but  when  those  things  take  precedence 
over  the  well-being  and  safety  of  our  children,  it  signals  that 
we  have  confused  our  priorities. 

Our  elected  officials  are  under  public  scrutiny;  they  cannot 
please  us  all.  However,  I  think  we  can  all  agree  that  the  House 
Health  and  Welfare  Committee  deserve  our  thanks  and  support 
for  putting  the  kids  first.  Good  job .  Now  we  ask  the  Appropria¬ 
tions  and  Revenue  Committee  to  do  the  same.

Frankfort 
Report 

We  have  reached  the  half¬ 
way  point  of  the  2012  General 
Assembly  Session.  There  are 
daily  committee  meetings, 
policy  briefings,  visits  from  constituents,  and  meetings  with 
various  advocacy  groups. 

Senate  Bill  50  will  make  pseudoephedrine  prescription-only 
in  order  to  cut  down  on  meth  labs.  I  sponsored  a  similar  bill 
last  year  and  I  was  very  happy  to  see  it  pass  the  Judiciary 
Committee  this  week.  We  have  heard  testimony  from  both 
law-enforcement  and  former  users;  cutting  down  access  to  a 
precursor  drug  will  decrease  the  number  of  meth  labs.  It  has 
worked  in  other  states. 

In  addition,  we  passed  House  Bill  121  that  will  require  all 
POW  flags  sold  in  Kentucky  to  be  made  in  the  United  States. 
These  flags  represent  our  men  and  women  who  gave  up  a 
portion  of  their  lives,  undergoing  mistreatment  and  worse,  in 
defense  of  America.  It  is  only  correct  that  these  symbols  be 
made  through  American  labor. 

I  would  like  to  give  you  an  update  on  some  of  the  other 
major  issues  being  discussed  in  Frankfort.  As  many  of  you 
have  heard.  Senate  Bill  151,  the  casino  bill,  was  introduced 
this  week.  It  would  provide  for  up  to  seven  full  casinos  around 
Kentucky,  some  at  horse-tracks,  others  free-standing.  It  would 
give  monopolies  of  the  licenses  free  to  the  horse  tracks.  There 
is  no  other  state  that  gives  constitutional  protection  to  a  private 
company.  Any  revenue  would  go  to  vague  and  general  pur¬ 
poses  such  as  job  creation,  education,  social  services,  and  the 
horse  industry.  We  don’t  know  how  much  or  exactly  for  what 
precise  purpose.  The  lottery  was  supposed  to  go  to  the  lottery 
as  well,  as  you  may  recall.  The  constitutional  amendment  is 
being  heard  next  week  in  committee.  Many  people  find  the 
language  fuzzy.  I  will  keep  you  posted  on  the  evolving  events. 

Also  this  week,  the  Senate  Health  and  Welfare  Committee 
heard  again  from  the  Medicaid  managed  care  companies.  We 
are  getting  flooded  with  phone  calls ,  emails ,  and  messages  from 
both  providers  and  patients  with  legitimate  complaints  of  late 
payments  and  delayed  authorizations,  often  for  procedures  that 
should  be  routine.  In  one  incredible  case,  a  woman  in  labor 
arrived  at  the  hospital  and  the  managed  care  organization  re¬ 
quired  a  pre-authorization  before  reimbursing.  Fourteen  days 
later  with  both  mom  and  baby  safe  at  home,  the  company  still 
hadn’t  authorized  the  birth!  The  committee  asked  for  a  time¬ 
table  for  the  correction  of  these  problems. 

The  Governor  recently  announced  the  membership  of  his 
tax-reform  commission  that  is  charged  with  looking  at  Ken¬ 
tucky’s  tax  code  and  making  recommendations  to  the  2013 
General  Assembly.  To  be  frank,  he  appointed  no  one  who  is 
an  economist  or  tax  expert  or  accountant.  With  one  or  two 
exceptions,  they  are  advocates  who  either  have  a  history  of 
wanting  higher  taxes  to  fund  their  causes  or  are  on  the  record 
as  favoring  the  redistribution  of  wealth.  You  can  be  sure  that 
legislators  will  be  watching  the  actions  of  this  task  force  closely.

John  3:17,8:1-11 

The  religious  leaders  brought  her  in  before  Jesus  right  in 
the  middle  of  a  bible  study.  They  called  Him  Master  in  a 
shrewdly  way,  not  because  He  was  their  teacher,  for  they 
wouldn’t  allow  Him  to  be.  The  sin  of  committing  adultery 
that  the  woman  was  accused  of  was  not  rare  or  uncommon, 
she  just  happened  to  be  the  one  they  chose  to  use  as  a  way  of 
deceitfully  slandering  Jesus  this  day.  The  details  of  this  con¬ 
spiracy  which  was  brought  about  by  the  Scribes  and  Pharisees 
can  only  be  imagined,  but  the  event  itself  proves  their  evil 
and  cruel  intent.  The  high  ranking  officials  had  the  authority 
to  twist  the  law  for  their  own  self  desires,  but  were  all  too 
willing  to  pursue  its  authenticity  for  the  sake  of  condemning 
and  criticizing  others.

Jesus  soon  began  revealing 
the  truth  concerning  her  accusers.  As  they  walked  away  one 
by  one,  God’s  grace  and  forgiveness  began  ushering  into 
the  heart  of  the  woman.  Her  feeling  of  hurt,  loneliness  and 
condemnation  of  sin  and  death  began  to  dwindle  and  to  be 
replaced  with  Jesus’  kindness  and  acceptance  until  she  found 
herself  alone  in  His  presence,  surrounded  by  the  sweetness 
and  pleasantness  of  God’s  redemptive  love.

NRCS  high  tunnel  program

After  several  years  of  pilot  tests  in  states  surrounding  Ken¬ 
tucky,  the  seasonal  high-tunnel  program  through  the  NRCS 
EQIP  program  is  available  in  Kentucky.  High  tunnels  are  of 
continuing  interest  to  small  vegetable  producers  because  they 
facilitate  direct  marketing  programs;  extend  the  season,  allow 
farmers  to  increase  income;  and  allow  for  popular  early-tomato 
production,  which  is  very  popular.  Greens  grown  in  high  tun¬ 
nels  are  also  increasing  in  popularity,  as  farmers  can  produce 
them  almost  year-round;  few  other  year-round  products  exist, 
so  there  are  viable  outlets  for  greens  in  many  parts  of  the  state. 

High  tunnels  are  a  very  good  fit  for  small  producers,  (they 
may  not  be  appropriate  for  a  large  commercial  grower).  But 
with  approximately  80  percent  of  Kentucky’s  10,000  acres  of 
vegetables  produced  by  direct-market  growers,  high  tunnels 
have  immense  appeal. 

There  is  no  rainfall  in  a  high  tunnel,  so  growers  need  to  use 
more  water.  However,  the  high  tunnel  reduces  disease  because 
no  water  splashes  vegetables,  providing  a  much  cleaner  end 
product.  High  tunnels  have  high  usage  in  the  organic  world; 
they  are  very  effective  for  high  intensity  growing  and  provide 
high  yields  of  high  quality  vegetables.  By  using  high  tunnels  to 
produce  for  retail  markets,  you  can  capitalize  on  early  season 
sales,  as  well  as  extend  the  season. 

Here  are  some  details  of  the  program: 

•  There  are  three  deadlines  to  apply:  February  3 ,  March 
30  and  June  1 . 

•  You  must  apply  through  your  local  NRCS  office. 

•  This  program  does  pay  for  materials  costs.  It  offers 
matching  funds  that  pay  for  the  cost  of  assembling  a  high 
tunnel.  It  does  not  matter  if  you  choose  to  build  it  yourself  or 
hire  someone,  as  you  will  get  reimbursed  the  same  amount 
per  square  foot  of  tunnel. 

•  You  must  use  a  tunnel  kit  to  be  eligible  for  this  pro¬ 
gram.  You  cannot  have  someone  locally  bend  bows  and  make 
a  tunnel;  it  must  be  sold  by  a  tunnel  manufacturer. 

•  This  program  reimburses  growers  on  a  square  foot 
basis  with  a  maximum  of  2,178  square  feet  covered.  You 
may  choose  to  buy  a  larger  tunnel  than  this  (essentially  30’ 
X  72’)  however,  the  program  will  only  reimburse  growers  up 
to  2,178  square  feet. 

•  This  program  requires  that  you  grow  the  plants  in 
the  native  soil.  Plants  cannot  be  container  grown  or  grown 
on  benches  in  the  tunnels.  You  can  use  raised  beds. 

•  During  the  life  of  this  program ,  you  must  make  repairs 
to  the  tunnel  as  necessary.  For  example,  if  a  wind  storm  comes 
and  blows  part  of  the  tunnel  down  after  one  year,  you  must 
repair  it. 

•  These  must  truly  be  high  tunnels ,  so  no  supplemental 
heating  can  be  used. 

•  This  is  a  competitive  program.  Once  the  applications 
are  compiled  locally  and  ranked,  they  will  be  sent  to  Wash¬ 
ington  D.C.  for  evlaluation. 

•  If  you  are  an  organic  farmer  or  in  the  process  of  tran¬ 
sitioning  to  organic  farming,  you  may  also  apply  for  the  high 
tunnel  program  through  the  NRCS  Eqip  Organic  Initiative,  a 
funding  source  which  has  not  been  fully  utilized  in  Kentucky 
in  the  past.

“Unfortunately  our  season  ended  a  few  games  quicker  than  we  planned.  We  really  felt  go¬ 
ing  into  the  game  that  we  could  defeat  a  very  good  Clay  County  team.  Our  kids  gave  a  great 
effort  especially  in  the  second  half.  We  were  basically  equal  in  every  statistical  category 
with  Clay  County  except  3-point  field  goal  percentage.  The  rebounding  edge  went  to  Clay 
County  27-25  (one  of  the  categories  that  concerned  us).  The  Generals  turned  the  ball  over  11 
times  compared  to  12  times  for  Clay  County  (The  Generals  guards  did  a  good  job  handling 
the  pressure  defense  of  Clay  County). 

Clay  County 
shot  12  free  throws  in  the  first  half  while  the  Generals  went  to  the  charity  stripe  only  twice. 
This  isn’t  because  the  game  was  poorly  officiated.  “We  were  not  attacking  the  paint,”  reported 
Coach  Parrett  (some  due  to  inexperience  in  big  game  situations  and  some  due  to  nerves) 

In  the  second  half  the  Generals  mentality  shifted.  The  Generals  shot  15  free-throws  to  Clay 
Counties  12  which  indicated  that  the  Generals  had  become  the  aggressor.  “It  was  a  valiant 
effort  by  the  kids  but  unfortunately  for  us  they  total  the  score  for  all  four  quarters  and  not 
just  the  second  half.”  The  Generals  out  scored  Clay  County  by  10  points  in  the  second  half. 
This  is  definitely  something  for  the  young  returning  players  to  remember  for  future  reference. 

For  the  game  the  Generals  were  only  2  of  18  from  the  three-point  line.  Coach  Parrett  attrib¬ 
uted  this  to  poor  shot  selection  and  inexperience  in  big  game  situations.  “For  the  season  we 
have  been  shooting  around  35  percent  behind  the  arc  but  past  experience  shows  that  3-point 
shooting  percentages  normally  fall  at  tournament  time.  Hopefully  the  returning  players  are 
not  satisfied  with  the  results  of  this  season  and  this  loss  and  the  pain  of  a  premature  season 
ending  loss  will  instill  a  hunger  in  each  individual  player  to  work  and  improve  their  game  in 
the  off  season  like  nothing  else  can.  Players  are  made  in  the  off-season  while  teams  are  made 
during  the  season.” 

“On  an  individual  note  we  want  to  wish  our  3  seniors  (Justin  Fox,  Adam  Duncan  and  Josh 
Horn)  a  superior  farewell.  Hopefully  the  lessons  and  experiences  they  have  drawn  from 
competitive  sports,  family,  and  coaches  will  prepare  them  to  be  successful  in  life  no  matter 
which  road  they  choose.” 

“Justin  Fox  and  Adam  Duncan  both  surpassed  the  1 ,000  point  mark  against  Clay  County  in 
their  final  game  as  a  General.  These  3  seniors  will  be  missed  by  all!” 

“This  season  has  been  one  of  ups  and  downs.  This  team  has  grown  and  reached  new  heights 
all  season  long.  Time  ran  out  on  this  year  before  we  reached  our  destiny  but  it  has  been  a 
very  eventful  journey  for  the  players  and  coaches.  Knocking  off  number  17  (state  ranked) 
Clinton  County  in  Albany  I  am  sure  was  the  high  light  of  the  year  as  far  as  wins  and  losses. 
Expectations  for  the  future  of  the  Generals  is  at  an  all  time  high  as  we  move  forward  from 
this  season.  Hopefully  the  players  and  coaches  understand  the  work  ethic  and  dedication  that 
is  required  to  reach  their  goals  for  Jackson  County  Basketball.” 

“We  want  to  thank  all  of  the  parents,  fans  and  supporters  who  contributed  in  any  form  to  the 
success  of  the  generals  this  season.  There  have  been  many  people  involved  in  the  success  of 
each  individual  this  season:  teachers,  administrators,  parents,  friends  and  others.  To  all  God 
Bless  and  may  all  your  Dreams  become  reality!”

One  new  initiative  that  Jackson 
County  is  implementing  is  Study  Island.  Study  Island  is  a  web-based  program  that  is  spe¬ 
cifically  designed  to  help  students  in  grades  3-12  master  their  math,  English/Language  Arts, 
science  and  social  studies  skills.  Study  Island  also  provides  resources  for  the  elementary  and 
middle  school  curriculum,  and  at  the  high  school  level  Study  Island  provides  teachers  and 
students  with  specific  resources  to  help  students  excel  on  the  ACT  as  well  as  in  Advanced 
Placement  classes. 

Study  Island  is  very  user-friendly.  Students  can  access  Study  Island  from  any  computer 
that  has  Internet  access,  from  an  I-Pad  or  tablet,  or  from  a  smart  phone.  Teachers  assign 
students  a  content  area  and  specific  topics  in  Study  Island.  The  assigned  section  will  include 
a  pretest  and  content  specific  questions  that  students  are  asked  to  answer.  Each  section  also 
includes  a  study  lesson  and  provides  students  with  immediate  feedback  as  they  answer  each 
question.  In  the  event  that  students  do  not  have  Internet  access,  a  hard  copy  of  the  activity 
can  be  provided  to  the  student. 

Study  Island  also  has  a  “fun”  side.  As  students  progress  through  Study  Island,  they  can 
earn  “Blue  Ribbons.”  Blue  Ribbons  are  printable  certificates  that  students  can  earn  once 
they  demonstrate  mastery  of  a  concept.  Study  Island  also  includes  content-based  games  that 
the  students  can  play  as  they  work  through  the  topics. 

Study  Island  has  been  purchased  with  Title  I  funds,  and  the  program  is  available  at  every 
school  in  the  district.
